(57) Abstract: There is provided a low-cost keyboard instrument which a beginner can easily use. The keyboard instrument (10) 
includes a keyboard unit (4) having only keys (21) arranged with repletion of a sequence of intervals: whole tone, whole tone, half 
tone, whole lone, whole lone, whole tone, and halftone. That is, the keys (21) are arranged without any black keys which may steer 
the beginner from the keyboard instrument (10). Thus, the beginner can easily start playing on the keyboard instrument (10) with a 
light heart while assuring the keys (21) required for performing a musical composition. Since the number of keys (21) to be prepared 
for manufacturing the keyboard instrument (10) is reduced, the cost can also be reduced. 
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
